Doctors Hit 
Regulations on 
Nursing Schools 


CHICAGO OID — Doctors charg­ 
ed today that “unrealistic" and "ar­ 
bitrary’” state regulations are help 
ing to force nursing schools out 
of business in Illinois, in the face 
of a shortage of nurses 
The Illinois State Medical Soci­ 
ety was asked to go on record in 
favor of taking regulation of the 
schools away from the State Depart 
ment of Registration and Educa­ 
tion. and placing it in the hands 
of a commission of doctors, nurses, 
hospital administrators and edu­ 
cators 
Identical resolutions were pre­ 
sented at the society's 115th an­ 
nual meeting by the Champaign 
and Ford County Medical societies. 
They were referred to a committee 
for studv. 
Dr. William 
H. 
Schouengcrdt, 
Champaign, told the meeting that 
a December survey showed a short 
age of "5,000 to 6,000” registered 
nurses in Illinois. 
Yet. Schowengerdt said, "four or 
five" training schools in the south 
e m part of Illinois have closed 
since then. 
He said a training school for 
nurses closed at F^ast St. Louis 
only last week, and there now is 
none left in Illinois south of a line 
through Danville. Decatur, Cham­ 
paign and Jacksonville. 
Schowengerdt said the closings 
stemmed from the “constant uo 
grading" of rules for schools which 
are "pushed down their throats” 
by the Department of Registration 
and Education.

CHICAGO OF—Illinois Atty. Gen. 
Latham Castle said today he has 
asked for faster action in an appeal 
to the U. S. Supreme Court of a 
lower court ruling in the state toll 
road project.
